Herewith is submitted my twelfth annual report as Auditor of the 
Town of Wilton. 


Comments: 

Only some words of explanation on a few accounts are necessary. 
The three accounts on Special Resolve Roads carried by the Selectmen, 
I have combined. Also the Tractor and Road Equipment: Accounts, 
U have combined. 


The Tax Deeds held by the town were nearly cleaned up during 
the year. One piece of property involved was quit-claimed to the town. 
To clear the deeds accounts the amount was charged to Town Charges. 
Considering the few items to be effected, this would seem to be a most 
opportune time to begin carrying out the strict letter of the law as 
regards tax deeds. I am recommending that all property having deeds 
against it, more than two years old, be considered town property, and 
be listed as such in the town records. 


Eight dollars interest on the Teachers’ Pensions payment by the 
town, charged by the State was charged to the Interest account, so that 
_ the full amount of the State School fund credit would be shown. The 
customary $130 is carried forward to pay the School and Ministerial 
funds interest next year. The town will not have the interest income 
in the future to meet these payments. 


50) 


At the meeting last March $2,000. was appropriated for School re- 
pairs, and Insurance. It was understood at the time the $1,000. would @ 
be made available to the town’s recreation committee, but it was found 
such could not be done under state law. As far as I can see, the money 
was regularly appropriated to the School Repair account, and so can 
be used in that account. Hence I am carrying forward an overdraft 
of only $668.08 in the account, instead of $1,668.08. 


An uncollectible balance of $7.35 on two old State Poor accounts 
is closed to the Contingent fund. 


The Community Building account shows a balance of $7,875.05, 
due to the sale of the theatre part of the building. $5,000 of this is 
closed to the Contingent fund, the balance is carried forward to provide 
funds for the repair and upkeep of the portion of the building: still 
owned by the town. The $2,500 raised last year for the repair of the 
whole building was not used, and is closed to the Contingent fund. 


You will note that the Contingent Fund balance is $21,468.39. 
Experience over the past decade has shown that it is advisable to keep 
a balance of at least $20,000 in this account. By doing so, sufficient 
cash is available so that it is unnecessary to borrow funds during the 
summer to meet the current needs of the town. 


The Tax Collector is to be commended for another fine job. All 
the town officers involved are to be patted on the back for the work 
done in reducing the Tax Deeds account. 


Certificate: 

This is to certify that I have audited the books of the Selectmen, 
Overseers of the Poor, and Treasurer of the Town of Wilton for the 
fiscal year Feb. 1, 1946 to Feb. 1, 1947, and find them, in my opinion, 
an accurate record of the amounts received by the Treasurer, and dis- 
bursed by him in accord with warrants duly signed by the Selectmen, 
Overseers of the Poor and School Board. The amount paid to the 
Treasurer by the Tax Collector are in accord with the assessments made.

Report of Community Building 
Committee 


To the Citizens of Wilton: 


At the annual Town Meeting March 4, 1946, your Moderator ap- 
pointed a committee of eleven citizens to consider the advisability of 
building a Community Building to be known as a Memorial Building — 
to the.Veterans of World War I and World War II. 

Your committee has had several meetings, and have given serious 
consideration to their instructions, and we have also tried to consider 


the over-all building program which is needed by the Town of Wilton. 
We have arrived at the following decisions: 


First: We recommend that the Community Building and Legion 
Hall be two separate buildings. 

Second: We recommend that a new Building Committee be ap- 
pointed to consider the over-all building program, and that they give 
particular attention to our school needs, and to consider the. necessary 
gymnasium facilities. 

_ Third: We recommend that the $500.00 raised and appropriated 
under Article 50 of the 1946 Warrant be re-appropriated for the use 
of the new committee. | 

Fourth: We recommend that a reasonable amount of money be 
raised this year to be used at some future time on the building program.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Citizens and School Board of Wilton: 


At this time, according to custom, I am submitting my twenty- 
second report. 

During the present school year we have carried forward the work | 
in our Schools to the best of our ability. The present conditions are 
not the best, as we all well know, yet I feel sure we have made out 
some better than have many towns in Maine. Wervhave been able to 
retain practically all of our old teachers and so far have been able to 
keep our schools in session. These old and experienced teachers are 
serving the town well, and certainly deserve the cooperation and con- 
fidence of our people. I believe they do meet with your approval. 
Certainly they have and are still doing a splendid job. 

The few changes which were made in our corps of teachers last 
summer follows: 

Miss Pinkham resigned from seventh grade in Central School and — 
Mrs. Webster was transferred to her position and A. Foster Sanborn — 
was elected principal. | 

“Both teachers at East Wilton resigned and Edna Taylor of King- 
field was elected principal and Charlotte Wyman of East Dixfield was 
given the primary grades. McCrillis Corner School was closed be- 
cause of too few pupils. It will be a long time before competent 
teachers can be secured for rural schools, if ever. I doubt if we can 
ever reopen this for the advantages of the graded school are so much 
more desirable that there is no comparison. This being the case I shall 
recommend that we sell the rural schools at this time when the housing 
shortage is so acute. Moreover, these buildings are all in good physical — 
condition and can readily be refitted for private use. 


A change was instituted at Central School in the fall which is _ 
proving very successful. The departmental system was started in the 
four upper grades. By means of which system each teacher handles — 
the same subject in all four grades. This makes the teaching more> 
efficient and helps lessen the heavy load that the teachers in the over- 
ctowded rooms otherwise would have to carry through the day. 
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The schools at Dryden, East Dixfield, and Central, togethes with 
the sub-primary, being staffed with our old teachers are all doing 
emminently fine work. 


The East Wilton teachers have not really had a fair deal this fall. 
Both rooms were badly overcrowded, in addition to the noise and con- 
fusion caused by the building program there. However, the new ad- 
dition is now completed and ready for the winter term when we can 
expect gratifying results. There will be three grades to a room and 
none will be overcrowded. 


With the completion of the new addition the school capacity in 
this part of the town will be adequately provided for for many year. 
Because it allows for an increase of pupils of from forty to fifty, and this 
should be sufficient for a generation at least. 


I cordially invite the citizens of Wilton to visit this new structure, 
its modern and up-to-date in all particulars. 


Toilets, lavoratories and drinking fountains are put where they 
should be, on the first floor, and cloak rooms are installed within their 
respective rooms, where the children’s clothes will be warm and dry at 
all times and under direct supervision of the teachers. - 


New: chemical toilets have been installed at East Dixfield during 
Christmas vacation, although it took about six months to procure them. 


The new rooms at East Wilton were completely equipped with 
furnishings from the rural schools and we needed to buy curtains only. 
This has saved a good sum of money. 


Since the days of WPA we have done nothing along the line of 
repairing and redecorating our school rooms. The buildings are, there- 
fore, sadly in need of paint both within and without. Help being 
available we’ve made a start at the Central School, and sincerely hope 
the Wilton people will visit the eighth grade room to see the results 
in that one room. It is to be hoped that this will soon be done in all 
the rooms. 


When this is done and drinking fountains installed in each room 
and the old toilets put on the different floors and the stairs retreaded 
Wilton Central school building will be modern and as fine a school 
plant as any town would wish for. 


“When these changes are made there will be three excellent rooms 
in the basement for a physical education room, music room, cafeteria 
and rest room. 
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Much talk has been made recently about our over crowded con- 
dition at Central School and some criticism about the sub-primary room. 
The criticism about Central is justified. That about the sub-primary 
room, in my opinion, not. I only wish some who criticise this room 
would visit many school rooms in Maine at the present time. I’ve 
never felt that large play grounds were a first necessity, however de- 
sirable they may be. Given a good pleasant room, well supplied with 
modern equipment, well lighted and a first class teacher in charge and 
you have an excellent layout by any standard. 

In as much as this will be my final report I’m going to make a 
suggestion which I feel will merit your careful consideration. 

I would have the town’s people consider building another: wing 
onto the Academy. With four modern rooms then we would have 
ample room for making the Academy into a six year school, sending 
the seventh and eighth grades up there, thereby relieving the crowded 
condition at Central and allowing for the sub-primary to be transferred - 
to Central School. This also would give us one extra room there for 
dividing what ever grade was over large. 

Better still it would give the Academy room for install a Com- 
mercial Course which many people believe Wilton should have. 

If such a course can be proved feasible, it should merit careful con- 
sideration as probably the best and most economical way in which to ~ 
solve the present school situation. 

In closing this report, please allow me to express my deep and 
sincere appreciation for the cooperation and loyalty of all teachers and 
town officials through the years.

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In spite of the rapid turnover of teacher personnel throughout the 
state Wilton Academy has been fortunate in retaining its teaching staff. 

During the past year many improvements have been made to the 
Academy building which makes for a more efficient plant. Last sum- 
mer the auditorium was redecorated. 3 

The installation of new copper hot water pipes along with a new 
tank and tankless heater are noteworthy improvements. Plans call for: 
drinking fountains and showers for both girls and boys to be installed 
during the spring vacation. 

At Christmas time the Home Economics department was improved 
by the addition of a modern kitchen where the hot lunches may be 
served without interfering with regular classes. New individual trays 
make this program more efficient. In February a new electric stove 
and frigidaire were added to this department. We have been very 


' fortunate in securing the services of Mrs. Stanley Pike and Mrs. Eddie 


Lorette in the hot lunch department. 

A program of visual education has been made possible by the in- 
stallation of blackout shades in the auditorium. 

A new music room, athletic equipment room, and first aid room 
are decided improvements in our plant. ~ 

Work started in the fall on resurfacing the athletic field. Through 
the: interest and generosity of the citizens of Wilton this project has 
been made possible. 

In the field of physical education a more balanced program has 
been realized. In the fall the girls were given their physical examina- 
tions by Dr. Grace Wilder assisted by Miss Olive Bonsey and the boys 
by Dr. Herbert Zikel assisted by .Mr. Toothaker. Besides holding 
physical education classes for the Academy students Mr. Toothaker 


_ spends two periods every day at the grammar school. 


The music program has become one of our outstanding activities. 
The glee clubs under the capable direction of Mrs. Petersen can be 
compared with the best in the state as evidenced each year at the State 
Musical Festival. 

Daily classes in instrumental music are conducted by Mr. Otho 
Knowles. A great deal of credit is due Mr. Knowles for his untiring 
efforts on behalf of the Wilton Academy Band. This unit received the 
highest rating possible at the State Festival last spring. At present 50 
new uniforms consisting of jackets and trousers are being made. It is 
hoped that our Band and Glee Clubs may find it possible to attend the 
New England Festival this year at Portsmouth, New Hampshire. 
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The following is a list of our student activities: Student Council, 
Home Economics Club, Future’Farmers Club, School Publications, 
Dramatics, Music Clubs, Band, Social Committee, Health Committees 
and Varsity Clubs.

To the Townspeople of Wilton: 


I submit this report: Teaching of music should be accepted with- 
out question as one of the functions of public education. Music is as 
important to good citizenship as reading, writing, and arithmetic. No 
one has to argue the significance of sight. No more should one have 
to argue the significance of melodic sound. Melody and rhythm are 
natural, and are as beneficial to the human soul as food to the body. 

True, a few people are born tone deaf, just as some are born color 
blind. Most people are born with the musical instinct, which means 
that they will sing and enjoy song. That instinct must be cultivated 
and educated. 

Music is a human endowment, but its development requires: con- 
scious and deliberate effort. By teaching music to children we create a 
demand for music.

Report of the Wilton School Program 
Committee 


AS REQUESTED BY A SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
ON JULY 20th, 1946 


A special town meeting was held at the Wilton Town Hall on 
July 20th, 1946. Under Article number 9 there was considerable dis- 
cussion concerning the need for improvements in our present school 
program. As a result of this discussion it was voted under this article 
number 9 “to appoint a committee of five members to investigate and 
make a report at the annual town. meeting in 1947 upon the survey 
made by the Educational Department of the State of Maine, in regard 
to the schools in the town of Wilton: Voted that the moderator ap- 
point the committee. The moderator by request appointed Maynard B. 
Colley, Mott Searles, C. Francis Egan, George H. Bass and Margaret 
Pp. Frary. 

This committee has met on various occasions, has consulted with 
members of the Wilton School Board, and also representatives of the 
State of Maine Department of Education, and has given careful consid- 
eration to the present inadequacies of our school program. We have 
investigated our educational problems with the view of working with 
all interested citizens, seeking the best possible advice, and to contribute 
to the best educational program which is adaptable to our present and 
future needs. 

The committee has made a careful study of the survey of the State 
Education Department’s report concerning our schools here in: Wilton, 
and we have based our SNE Tg a upon the following conclu- 
sions: 3 


1. The Present Situation 
a. The load limit per teacher, according to the National Eis 
tion Association, the State Department of Education, and the 
practical necessity of giving each student the attention he needs, 
is 30 students per class. When the load exceeds this, students

who need help cannot get it, and are passed along with inade- 
quate preparation for later work. 
At present in the Central Grammar Schools, six criden includ- 


ing the Sub Primary, exceed the limit, ranging from 33 to 57 © 


pupils per teacher. 

Next year, eight of the nine classes will be overloaded, classes 
ranging from 40 to 57 pupils per class. 

At, present, the overloading is most dominant in upper grades, 
where careful preparation for Academy is most important. 
Registration in the Sub-Primary has increased each of the past 


‘four years, and it will continue to increase according to the vital 


statistics of the town. 


To care for the needs, we have at present a Sub-Primary Room 
too small for our needs. (Wilton pupils have to go to Dryden 


Sub- Primary.) The present room has inadequate playground - 


space, is located close to the Main Street, has unsatisfactory 
toilet facilities, and is separate from the Grammar School unit. 


We have one 8 room Grammar School unit to care for-8 grades; 
with no possible room for further expansion within the build- 
ing, no physical education facilities, and with some rooms now 
used to their utmost physical capacity, resulting in unsafe 
crowding, and excessive tax on the sanitary facilities. School 
authorities recommend a minimum of five acres area for each 
school unit; our present playground area is inadequate. 


2. Possible Solutions: 


a. 


The building of an addition on the present Grammar School 
and to put all students in adequate space in one building. 
The State Department does not approve an addition to a build- 
ing already old and not designed for an addition. 

Playground area is already insufficient; this would make it 
more so. 

Solution would be only temporary. 


To add on to Wilton Academy Building and transter, some 
grades there. 

The State Department does not approve an addition to a build- 
ing already old and not designed for an addition. 


Difficulties in administration and supervision are created under 


this plan. 
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Solution would only be temporary. 

c. The Building of a grade school unit sufficient to accommodate 
the present 6, 7, 8 grades now and in the foreseeable future. 
Such a unit would be adaptable to further expansion when 
necessary. : 

Such a unit would include provision for meeting the needs of 
the school unit physical education needs, as well as meeting 
the present unmet needs of the Academy and the Community. 
A unit for the upper Grammar School Grades would make 
possible better preparation of students for work at Wilton 
Academy. 

It would relieve the congestion in the Sub-Primary and present 
Grammar School, and make it possible to put the grades from 
Sub-Primary up through the 5th grade under one roof with 
adequate space. | 


_3. Location Possibilities 

a. Present grade school site. 
Present space available not adequate, and further adjacent area 
is not available. 

b. Land at the head of School Street now owned by Alfred Maillet 
and the former Edgar Bump land. 
Space proyides only the minimum requirement. 
It pulls the school system apart, and would not meet new unit 
‘needs for physical education space, not the needs of the Acad- 
emy or the community. 

_ Difficulties of winter approach. 

c. Land opposite the Academy now owned by Mrs. Earl Robbins. 
Adequate space. 
Location toward the center of population. 
Would provide site for gymnasium available to new unit, Acad- 
emy, and Community. 
Place for a good approach off Weld Street, by-passing Main 
Street. 
Space for expansion if necessary. 


From the above listed conclusions we have endeavored to make our 
report conform with a program approved by the Maine Educational 
Department, keeping in mind a long range program which will meet 
any future needs.

. By your instructions of recent date I have made a cash audit of 


the accounts of Mr. W. S. Bass, Treasurer of Wilton Academy, for the 


fiscal year 7-1-45 to 6-30-46. 
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The cash receipts, as shown by the records, were found to be prop- 
erly accounted for and deposited in the Wilton Trust Co., and dis- 
bursements were properly substantiated by cancelled’ checks and 
vouchers. | | 

The customary verification of the security portfolio was made. 

The attached balance sheet and supporting schedules are given, 
principally to assist the State Commissioner of Education in obtaining 
certain information he desires on the year’s operations. 

During the year the increase in the town tuition of $2,000.00 was 
offset by increased teachers’ salaries. Smaller endowment income and 
increased miscellaneous expenses produced a net deficit of the year’s 
cash operations of about $600.00. If interest rates increase it might be 
well to consider making a long term contract with the town whereby 
suficient funds would be advanced to eliminate the necessity of bor- 
rowing to meet current expenses.

Report of Health Officer

5 To the Citizens of Wilton:

; During the past year, the problems of health in our community 
___ have not been too much unlike those in past years. We are becoming 
_ better informed in the means of controlling disease, and more alert in 
its prevention. 

2 Here in Wilton our tasks to supervise health problems present many 
_ and various responsibilities. The control of contagious diseases among 
our children both in school and in summer vacation is a problem 


equaled only by the prevention of disease among our citizens as a whole. 
During the past twelve months, we have had our share of measles, 
_ chicken pox and other so-called childhood diseases. We have, however, 
been fortunate in the more serious illnesses, in that no cases of infantile, 
diphtheria, or scarlet fever have been reported. 
The recreational program, sponsored by the South Franklin County 
Tuberculosis Association, has been a source of great pride, as we have 
_ seen it develop during the past few years. It has been also a source of 
* considerable concern and responsibility; especially the swimming pro- 
gram at the foot of Wilson Lake. For several years the safety of swim- 
_ ming in this water has been a point of concern. It is well known that 
there are two or three locations where the shore line is definitely ‘con- 
taminated by sewage. ‘These locations are however widely separated 
and not in the near vicinity of the swimming beach. During the past 
years numerous samples of water have been sent to the state labora- 
_ tory, for analysis, and a check on the safety of the water for swimming. . 
Most of the samples have been reported satisfactory. Those which were 
__ reported unsatisfactory were taken directly in the area of swimming, 
and were not within reach of any contaminating source. It is my belief 
that these unsatisfactory reports were due to the bathers themselves. 
3 Repeatedly. seventy-five to one hundred bathers have been in swimming 
at the same time and in a small area. Also it has been noted that night 
bathing with the good intentions of having a soapy bath has been preva- 
lent and must be definitely discouraged. ‘There has never been any 
proof that infantile has been present in our lake water nor in any other 
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localities for swimming. It is, however, a matter of good medical sense 
not to permit any source of sewage to contaminate swimming areas, and 
it is hoped that in the future, our lake can be made safe without 
question. | 

The town sewage disposal system is a bad situation, and will tax 
the best advisory sources available. Eventually the situation will be 
corrected, but temporarily, the problems which arise can be corrected 
to a satisfactory degree. Every year, there are numerous complaints 
about sewage overflow, pigpens, sinkspouts and the town dump. The 
Wilson Stream becomes a source of offensive odor. Fortunately odors 
are not a source of disease, and the Stream will continue to be offensive 
until a community disposal system has been developed. 

There have been a number of homes where the sewage disposal is 
entirely inadequate and the owners have had to be threatened with 
legal proceedings before being willing to take corrective measures. At- 
least two places should have been forced to close, and would have been, 
had it not made a severe hardship for the tenants. Temporary cor- 
rective measures have been undertaken, but it takes a law with a lot 
of sharp teeth to deal with some people! 

Our schools have their problems too. The Central School is far 
from having up-to-date health facilities. The toilets and wash stands 
are inadequate and the drinking fountains insufficient. The water at 
the East Dixfield School was reported as unsatisfactory for drinking 
and the toilets have been badly in need of repair. It is hoped that our 
plans for new school buildings and improved accommodations will 
greatly correct these deficiencies. 

The next few years ahead should give us an opportunity to solve 
many of these problems, especially as materials needed become obtain- 
able, and we develop our plans for a community health program as a 
whole. “

Report of South Franklin County 
Tuberculosis and Health 
Association 


To the Citizens of Wilton: 


_ I submit the nineteenth annual report of: this service, covering a 
period from January 1, 1946 to January 1, 1947. 

As I review the statistical report for the year, I wish there was some 
better way of telling you the story of your service. Reason tells us that 
1-1000 is weaker than 1-500, and each new year I am resolved to reduce 
the quantity and improve the quality. At the end of the year, I realize 
that I have attempted too much and I am 1-1000 again. 
| Public health is primarily an educational process, guiding you that 

you may find a better way of living. It is gathering the latest authentic 
information, and placing it where and how it will be assimilated to 
the advantage of the greatest number. 

An old adage is, “’To be forewarned is to be forearmed.” Since 
the beginning of World War II, we have been warned of the expected 
rise in the tuberculosis death rate. This has been true in all European 
- countries. In America, the change has been slight as we were “ armed.” 
Extensive industrial surveys were done, reaching a great army of war 
workers who had come from many small hamlets and districts that 
would not be reached for many years under ordinary conditions. [n- 
tensive casefinding has been carried out as far as facilities permit. 

With the opening of chest x-ray clinics in the county, we have been 
able to continue our school TB program which was interrupted by the 
war. We tested 425 in schools of Wilton, 36 reacted, and as a result 87 
were x-rayed. We found no signs of activity, but most of the reactors 
did show signs of a primary infection healed. Our purpose is to fol- 
low these patients with an occasional x-ray and advise a regular routine 
which will build up resistance to the infection. 

We expect to continue our search for the source of the infection 
and offer x-rays to any adult who is a contact of the children. Parents 
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and adults living in the family have volunteered for x-rays, and, in 
cooperation with this program, all teachers in the grades were x-rayed 
at the last clinic by request of the school committee. In this search for 


active tuberculosis, a great responsibility rests with the family as your 


nurse cannot know who all the contacts are. At our annual meeting in 
April, Miss Katharine Gray, of the Division of Tuberculosis Control, 
brought to the citizens a most complete outline of Maine’s tuberculosis 
program and this was followed by movies that you might see what you 
had heard. 

Another preventive measure is the immunization clinics. This 
year, 178 were vaccinated and 221 immunized against diphtheria. 
Diphtheria is still being reported from various parts of the state, Lewis- 
ton, Waterville, Augusta, etc. There is a way to prevent these diseases, 
and when a child has diphtheria, there is neglect. : 

480 school children were examined by Drs. Colley and Zikel dur- 
ing the year. Because of the shortage of doctors, the examinations were 
not completed. It is hoped that before the school year ends that this 
may be done. Most defects found are easily corrected. We had the 
audiometer for a short time and tested the hearing of 260 children. 
Your nurse had 377 conferences with teachers regarding school work, 
four with the superintendent, and five demonstration of inspections 
were given teachers. Dr. Wilder gave the physical examinations at the 
Academy for girls, and Dr. Zikel the athletic teams. Again due to lack 
of doctors, these have not been complete. Not half of those entering 
school attended the pre-school clinic. The newly organized PTA may 
remedy this next year, helping more to attend. |

eases 20, maternity 74, babies 23, pre-school 12, school children 60, adult | 


health supervision 19, to those ill 145, crippled children 9, interviews 
in behalf of the service 420. } 

To keep up with what is happening in health work, and the rap- 
idly changing standards and policies, requires a great deal of study and 
attendance at meetings — staff, conferences, State Nurse’s Association, 
Teacher’s Convention, Tuberculosis Institute, our own meetings and 
meetings of organizations allied to ours. More than thirty, mostly even- 
ing meetings, have been devoted to this. In most of these, your nurse 
has taken some part. It is regretted that more people were not present 
at the October meeting, when Dr. Simpson, Director of the newly or- 


ganized Division of Mental Hygiene, spoke on “ Behavior Problems of 
Children.” :

Dear Sirs: 


Herewith is submitted my thirteenth annual report as Auditor of 
the town of Wilton. 


A casual perusal of the analysis sheet will tell the reader that the 
back wash of inflation has at last reached Wilton, and that it is high 
time we were considering the steps necessary to take at the annual 
March meeting to meet the situation. I call to your attention particu- 
larly the large overdrafts in Winter Highway, Fire Department, and 
Town Charges accounts, and the $6,000 reduction in the balance of 
the Common Schools Account as symptoms of what we are facing. 


As the net overdraft of $11,016.47 was partially offset by a larger 
than normal overlay, and excess excise tax collections the net decrease 
in the Contingent Fund was only $3,000. A year ago the writer ex- 
pressed the opinion that a balance of $20,000. in the Contingent Fund 
would provide sufficient working funds to avoid borrowing in antici- 
pation of Taxes. Under 1947 appropriations this proved inadequate. 
With the spring and summer needs, what they will be, a considerably 
larger balance would be desirable. The only way to assure this larger 
balance for 1950 is by raising funds to balance part or all of this net 
overdraft. 
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In printing the 1947 Town Warrant three articles raising money 
for the East Wilton School, Physical Education, and Abatements ac- 
counts were omitted. Thru the alertness of certain voters the most 
serious omission was corrected at the Town Meeting, by raising the 
funds under the School Building program article. Nothing could be 
done about the other two omissions. This is an error that should not 


be allowed to happen. 


As in 1947 I have combined the three accounts on Special Resolve 
Roads carried by the Selectmen. One account of $100 has been trans- 
ferred from the Non-resident Poor to the State Poor account. ~ 


As usual the Tax Collector has turned in a thoroughly competent 
job. 


CERTIFICATE: 

This is to certify that I have audited the books of the Selectmen, 
Overseers of the Poor, and Treasurer of the Town of Wilton for the 
fiscal year Feb. 1, 1947 to Feb. 1, 1948, and find them, in my opinion, 
an accurate record of the amounts received by the Treasurer, and dis- 
bursed by him in accord with warrants duly signed by the Selectmen, 
Overseers of the Poor and School Board.

The above table shows the enrollment in all schools as reported 
by the teachers at the opening of schools in September, 1947. 

The Superintendent has encouraged an educational program that 
would aid in the development of the whole child rather than the 
intellectual child which has received so much of our attention in the 
past. It is our aim to develop the intellectual, social, physical, and 


66 


emotional child. The school should be a happy place for pupils and 
teachers. The school should be operated for the children and should 
be fitted to their needs. 

In the middle of September, we had the services of Miss Bettina 
Van Camp, a reading specialist, to spend an afternoon with the pri- 
mary teachers discussing the sub-primary program, its aims and objec- 
tives. She emphasized the need of developing reading readiness as a 
part of the beginning program which includes the development of lan- 
guage power, thinking ability, experience background, coordination, 
work habits and a desire to read. | 

In October the State Department of Education made available to 
us the services of Mrs. Muriel Erskine, State Elementary Supervisor, 
who assisted the teachers in planning a program for grouping the chil- 
dren as an aid in teaching the children rather than subjects. She 
emphasized the need of a physical education program of directed play, 
development of teacher-pupil planning, pupil-leadership, creative art, 
and the utilization of time in planning worth while busy work. She 
held a meeting in the evening with the primary teachers to discuss 
the new bulletin, “Our Little Folks,” to help develop an over all pro- 
gram for our primary children. 

In middle October Miss Elizabeth Sylvester, of Boston, an arith- 
metic specialist, met with all the elementary teachers to discuss “Put- 
ting Meaning into Numbers.” 

During October and November, the Progressive Achievement 
Diagnostic Tests were given to all pupils in grades 1 through 8, to 
assist the teachers in grouping the children according to their individual 
needs and finding the areas in which they need particular help. 

New report cards have been used to report the progress of pupils 
to the home. These new report cards show the parent the actual 
achievement for the individual child and his attitude toward each sub- 
ject. A personal note from the teacher to the parent is replacing the 
report card in the sub-primary and Ist grades, as it is felt that teachers 
can not adequately grade pupils during their beginning years in de- 
veloping educational and work habits. We feel that the new type of 
reports encourages the child to work up to his own ability and recog- 
nizes his successes showing the parents the limits and limitations of 
their own child. 

The teachers of this union have expressed their professional spirit 
by the organization of a Teachers’ Association for the purpose of 
growing professionally, for discussion of mutual problems with one 
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another and enjoying social relationships with members of their own 
teaching family. Education in this area is bound to improve with an 
organization of this type in action. 

There is a definite need for a closer relationship between parents, 
home and the school. This can be brought about by more visitations, 
Parents are cordially invited to visit schools as often as possible. 

At the Central School remodeling for the cafeteria and lunchroom 
have been completed and are being equipped to carry on a good lunch 
program. New stairtreads have been installed to replace the badly 
worn and hazardous treads on the stairways. Flushometers have been 
purchased to replace the old flush tanks. Porcelain urinals have been 
purchased to replace the unsanitary slate installations in the boys toilet. 
A new two inch water pipe has been laid from the main in the street 
to the building to secure an adequate supply of water for the im- 
proved sanitary facilities and the cafeteria. The fifth grade room has 
been redecorated following the same plan as the eighth grade room. 
A new bulkhead with roof has been built to replace the inefficient and 
dangerous rollway. Guard rails have been installed on the roof to 
prevent snow slides falling upon the youngsters while playing around 
the building. The heating system has been re-conditioned and vacuum 
type valves installed on the radiators to increase heating efficiency. 

At East Wilton the addition has been fully completed and the 
playground graded. ‘The Central Sub-primary school, because of its 
large enrollment, was divided into two sessions, the bus pupils for one 
session and the town pupils for another. These sessions have been 
alternated morning and afternoon to meet the needs of the pupils. 
Mrs. Beryle Plaisted is doing a splendid job in carrying out sub- 
primary procedures by our leading authorities on the program. At the 
East Wilton primary, 25 pupils enrolled in the sub-primary grade. 
Since this made an over-loaded program for Mrs. Charlotte Wyman 
with her first and second enrollments, Mrs. Janette Lidstone was 
secured to teach the sub-primary grade for the morning session. Her 
work is worthy of commendation. 

There is a need for a satisfactory water supply at East Dixfield 
and an improvement in sanitary facilities. Attempts have been made, 
without success to date, to clean up the church lot and have it graded 
to enlarge the playground facilities. It is hoped that this work will be 
completed in the spring. 

Telephones have been installed in the Sub-primary room in the 
village and at East Wilton. | 
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At the Central School the departmentalized program has been 
confined to grades 6, 7 and 8. Due to a large enrollment in grade 5 
and the need for remedial work in grades 6, 7 and 8, Mrs. Ida Melindy 
was hired to assist in grade 5 and serve as buildiing assistant. She 
began her duties at the beginning of the winter term. Provisions have 
been made for the transportation of the Dryden pupils to the Central 
School during the winter months, as well as the pupils on the East 
Wilton road during the hazardous season. 

We are fortunate to have a staff of conscientious, professionally 
minded and industrious teachers working to educate our greatest 
natural resource, our children. With their keen interest and tireless 
efforts we are sure that our citizens of tomorrow will be well equipped 
to take their places in our community. 

I wish to thank’ the Superintending School Committee, teachers, 
members of the school family and citizens for their interest, support and 
cooperation in helping me in my efforts to administrate an educational 
program which we hope will be of benefit to your community.

ADDITIONS ON FINANCE, REPAIRS, CONVEYANCE AND 
INSTRUCTION 
By Neil V. Sullivan 


The cost of conveyance for the past year has reached a figure in 
excess of $8,000. This is extremely high when we consider the number 
of children conveyed. The reason for this is because of the many small 
units conveying our children. The solution to the problem might be 
in the Town purchasing large busses and employing drivers. The 
initial cost would be high but in a relatively short time the new con- 
veyance vehicles would more than pay for themselves. New busses 
would not only save the Town money, but more important, they would 
provide better facilities for our many rural children being conveyed. 

The cost of repairs during the past year has also increased. 
Several facts have a bearing upon this. During the thirties the Town 
was not financially able to carry on a very extensive repair program. 
Following this depression period we entered the war years when 
materials were not available and labor was scarce. As a result we had 
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certain jobs that had to be taken care of and we had very little money 

with which to work. Therefore, the repair account is overdrawn for 
the second successive year. The $10,000 requested for next year will 
be used to cover the present overdraft of $1,504.85 and unpaid bills 
amounting to $2,410.49, The School Committee will not be able to 
do all that was planned for 1948-49 but will complete such necessary 
work as the sanitary project in East Dixfield and rectify the ventilating 
system at the Central School so as to prevent a recurrence of the “‘coal 
dust” incident of January 1948. 

The third item that is higher than it has been in past years is 
found under instruction. An important factor influencing the increase 
is the commitments made last year when teacher contracts were given 
out. The contracts were in line with the increased cost of living and 
amounted to $32,790.00. This imcrease must be taken care of at this 
Town Meeting as a majority of the teachers decided to receive their 
salary on a 26 payment plan. This means that approximately one sixth 
of the above amount must be appropriated this: year. The present 
request for $34,000 is not out of line as our better teachers should re- 
ceive salary increases for 1948-49.

Our curriculum at Wilton Academy is organized around these 
major areas: developing as a citizen, building health and physical 
strength, exploring personal abilities:and interests, and preparing for 
an occupation and higher schools of learning. We urge every student 
to develop leisure time interests such as some sport or physical activity, 
some group activity such as music or dramatics and some hobby that 
can be pursued alone or with the family. 

We feel that the important job for our youth is education. Every- 
thing else should be secondary. In order for schools to do their work 
more efficiently this “job of education” should be the one dominant 
force in the home, the school, and the community. Some major prob- 
lems such as absence, lack of home study, outside work, too much 
leisure time, etc. become serious when we consider our job is to develop 
the proper attitude of youth. A great deal of time is required for 
education and with cooperation between the school and the home 
success is assured. Visit your schools and help them to help your 
children. 

New teachers elected to fill vacancies at Wilton Academy are 
Miss Mary Young, Daniel Boothby, and Ernest Scribner. Miss Young 
was graduated from Colby College in 1946 and taught one year at 
Andover High School. Mr. Boothby was graduated from Bates Col- 
lege in 1947. He taught in the Torpedo School in the Naval Training 
Station, Newport, R. I. during his war service. Mr. Scribner, a gradu- 
ate of Springfield College in 1939, taught in Walton Junior High, 
Auburn, and Foxcroft Academy, Dover-Foxcroft. After three years 
of service in the army he was Physical Director at the Auburn Y. M. 
C. A. for one year. 

Since last year’s report Colby Field has been enlarged and re- 
surfaced. A new drainage system has been installed. 

Two drinking fountains, one on each floor, are a definite improve- 
ment in our facilities. A new shower room for the boys and four new 
individual showers for the girls were installed this fall. 

Last summer the exterior of W. A. received fresh coats of paint. 
The French room, Home Economics room and kitchen were redec- 
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orated. New shelves, drawers, closets and dressing room were added 
to the Home Ec. room. 

The old lights in the main room were replaced by a fluorescent 
lighting system. 

We now have a new fire escape on the new wing of the Academy. 

Twelve out of the 29 graduates of the class of 1947 are continuing 
their educational careers in colleges, business schools and hospitals. 
Two are taking a post-graduate course at W. A. 

We have been endeavoring to set up a more efficient program in 
physical education. As usual the girls and boys were given their 
physical examinations by Dr. Herbert Zikel assisted by Miss Olive 
Bonsey. Some time has been devoted to the East Wilton Grammar 
and East Dixfield Grammar schools this year for the first tme. During 
the winter months the Central School has had classes at the Academy. 

Our Glee Club under the direction of Mrs. Petersen and band 
conducted by Mr. Knowles received top rating at the State Festival 
in Lewiston. This year a Christmas Concert by the mixed Glee Club 
was presented at the Academy auditorium. 

We wish to thank the Wilton Woolen Company for its generous 
gift of materials for our band uniforms. 

Four one act plays were presented in the fall by the four classes. 
Plans are underway for entering the State One Act Play Contest. 

Our hot lunch program under the direction of Miss Eloise Ma- 
comber and assisted by Mrs. Stanley Pike and Mrs. Eddie Lorette con- 
tinues to be an important program in our school. Approximately 130 
meals are served per day. 

Because we are unable to procure the Wilton Theatre for an eve- 
ning, Commencement this year will be held on the afternoon of 
June 8. ae 
The following is a list of our student activities: Student Council, 
Home Economics Club, Future Farmers’ Club, School Publications, 
Dramatics, Music Clubs, Band, Social Committee, Health Committees.

Report of Music Supervisor 


To the Superintendent, School Board Members, Teachers and Towns- 
people: 


I submit this, my sixteenth report. 

What is the one great language that can be understood by all 
human beings—the one really universal language? It is Music, and 
to the great mass of humanity music is a necessity. 

Every person responds to the appeal of music in some way and 
to some degree. For different people music is a recreation, a culture, 
an avocation or a vocation. It may be an amusement, a hobby, or a 
business. Because of this universality, music is recognized as an essen- 
tial part of general education. 

The schools can do nothing more favorable to the enrichment of 
life than by making possible to every child the development of his 
latent capacities for the expression of his inner consciousness of beauty. 

A child’s natural desire for music shows itself at an early age in 
the form of song, and rhythmic movement. How can the child’s 
interest in good music best be awakened? By participation. The child 
must make music through the logical medium of song and rhythm. 
Song, because singing is the best means for training the melodic sense, 
and through muscular activities for developing the rhythmic flow of 
music. (Physical directors all agree that rhythm plays an important 
part in developing better coordination of muscles in athletes.) 

Today, music instruction is focused on music as a contribution to 
the whole of the child’s life. 

The value of music in the school may be measured to a consider- 
able degree by the effect it has on the whole community. School and 
community may be drawn together in closer cultural contact by the 
spirit and influence of good music. 


The Central Grammar School Glee Club gave a splendid concert 
on April 22nd to a most appreciative audience of parents and friends. 
This group participated at the Western Maine Music festival, which 
was held in Lewiston on May 17th. This group received a Superior 
rating. 
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The Academy Girls’ Glee Club and Mixed Glee Club presented 
their annual concert on May 15th to a large audience. Mr. Maurice 
Wade, cellist; Miss Judith Purington, pianist, were the assisting artists. 
Miss Edna Bailey, our Club accompanist added much to the success 
of the concert.

The Academy Mixed Glee Club presented their first Christmas 
Carol Concert this year. Judging by the success of this, our first con- 
cert of this type, we shall strive to make it an annual affair.

Report of the Recreation Committee 
for 1947 


To the Citizens of Wilton: 


The members of the Wilton Recreation Committee present the 
following report: 


The swimming program, under the direction of Mrs. Dorothy 
Collins, ran for six weeks with a total enrollment of 350 children. 
Many of the children are becoming proficient swimmers, 42 having 
won red ribbons, 37 passed the Beginners Red Cross test, 8 the Red 
Cross Intermediate test, 10 the Swimmers test, 6 completed Junior 
Life Saving and 109 won red, white and blue ribbons. The children 
from East Dixfield and East Wilton, transported by bus, were able to 
participate in the swimming program and also enjoy the playground. 
The playground, which was directed by Miss Blanche Applebee, was 
open 36 days for a total of 200 hours and was equipped with swings, 
sand boxes and games. 


The Committee wishes to express its appreciation for the co- 
operation which it received from the Selectmen in this project, to the 
Basses for the use of the land for the playground, to Mr. Arthur 
Frecker for the work done on the East Wilton playground, to the Red 
Cross Chapter for its financial aid for swimming instructors’ salaries 
and water front equipment, to Kenneth and Harold Foster for water 
front equipment, and for the helpfulness of the neighbors who live 
near the water front, the volunteer workers and all others. 


This willingness to give of time and effort on the part of so many 
townspeople is what has made this Recreation Program one of the most 
successful in the State.

Report of South Franklin County 
Tuberculosis and Health 
Association 


To the citizens of Wilton, I submit the twentieth annual report 
of this association, covering a period from January 1, 1947 to January 
1, 1948. } 


In a program for better community health a great deal of time and 
thought should be devoted to plans. While meeting the problems of 
today we must look ahead and plan for tomorrow. We are assured 
that this depends on the health education and preventive work we are 
now doing. . 


In planning, such questions as the following must be considered. 
How can the greatest number of people be reached? Shall we con- 
centrate on just a few phases of health? What is the greatest health 
problem? Where are we likely to obtain the best cooperation and thus 
achieve the greatest success? Along what lines should we do our read- 
ing and study this year to keep up with changing trends and new 
discoveries? If we choose schools, group meetings and industries we 
serve a considerable number. If we cooperate with the health pro- 
gram of other organizations we strengthen each other. 


With your cooperation and that of the Division of Tuberculosis 
Control, we shall continue to stress our tuberculosis case finding: pro- 
gram. We at least do one thing well, and have the satisfaction of 
accomplishment. Following the survey made in schools last year, we 
now test the sub-primary children and such others as there may be 
reason to do. Among the 240 children tested, in Wilton, 15 reacted. 
108 contacts and others were x-rayed at the clinics held at the Com- 
munity Building in May and December. 137 home visits were made 
to these people. The Wilton School Committee made a ruling re- 
quiring all teachers to have a chest x-ray, and this was done before the 
Legislature passed a law that all school personnel must be x-rayed, 
every two years. Our x-rays in industries have been postponed until 
1948, when we also expect to offer this service to all foodhandlers. 
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We visited schools 169 times, having 496 interviews with teachers, 
and 30 with the superintendent. We made 44 home visits to parents 
of school children regarding the health of their children. 265 have 
been given full examination by Drs. Colley and Zikel besides many 
special examinations. Since the doctors have so little time to give to 
this, it seems best to follow the example of modern systems and ex- 
amine thoroughly before entering school, the fourth and eighth grades, 
and such other children as may be referred because of special health 
problems. For children participating in athletics, a urinalysis is recom- 
mended in addition to the regular examination. Only 36 of the 91 
sub-primary children attended the preschool clinics, six going to their 
family physician. The Parent-Teacher Association has aided in cor- 
rection of defects and immunizations by awarding ribbons for 10 
credits of health. In appreciation of the efforts made these children 
were guests of the Trustees at the Farmington Fair. 


Another phase of our work to which we would like to give more 
attention concerns instruction to prospective parents about the mother’s 
care, and to help parents meet the emotional, social and physical needs 
of childhood through infancy and up to five years of age. 45 home 
visits to expectant mothers, 9 to new mothers, and 45 to infants and 
preschool children, was the total last year. To reach a large group an 
experiment is to be tried whereby mothers will meet for instruction, on 
recommendation of their physician. 


In a service covering approximately 7000 people it is impossible to 
carry a general bedside -nursing service, so your nurse endeavors to 
limit calls to patients who require the professional skill of a registered 
nurse under the direct order of the family physician. 130 visits to 
those ill were made last year. 


Group meetings of all kinds attended were 54. This includes pro- 
fessional conferences from which we hope to bring back something to 
our work, and meetings in cooperation with other organizations in the 
four towns, where we hope we were able to give some assistance with 
their health problems. 


On advice of our state and national tuberculosis associations we 
filed papers of incorporation, and this necessitated new by-laws and 
reorganization. It was also decided to have the four open meetings, 
one in each of the four towns, under the direction of the Public Re- 
lations Committee of the town. The attendance indicates that it was 
an improvement. 
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Under special appointment by the Bureau of Health, 11 visits were 
made investigating contacts of venereal diseases, and 17 to other com- 
municable diseases. We would like to correct a misunderstanding 
which sometimes exists. The control of communicable diseases is the 
responsibility of the health officer, local or district, but we cooperate 
by working under their direction. This includes immunizations, where 
the state law requires the health officer to offer free vaccinations and 
inoculations against diphtheria and whooping cough. Assistance was 
given Dr. Colley at three clinics held at the Community Building on 
Saturday mornings. 

Professional workers alone cannot solve community health prob- 
lems. The interest and support of citizens is necessary. We note 360 
interviews securing the aid of others in solving our many problems. 
We are most appreciative of the understanding and encouragement 
that has been given by all.
